1 he  annexed  tables  shew  the  imports 
of  cotton  into' Great  Britain  in  the  last 
year  to  have  been  668,729  bags,  being 
an  increase  on  the  imports  of  1817  of 
186,275  bags;  the  consumption  has  been 
422,700  more  than  in  1817;  the  ex- 
ports 39,500;  the  existing  stocks  S'Sl,- 
800,  or  186,430  more  than  at  the  same 
period  last  year. 

To  this  important  and  principal 
branch  of  ytiur  commerce,  too  great 
consideration  cannot  be  paid,  nor  endea- 
vors usetl,  to  eiucidate  its  present  and 
to  forma  correct  opinion  as  to  its  proba- 
ble future  situation.  I'hese  may  now 
be  obvious  ; yet  a clear  consideration  of 
this  subject  may  lead  us  more  distinct- 
ly to  view  the  irapoiTam  changes  occur- 
ring in  tliis  trade,  wTiich  apoear  to  be  of 
too  uiarked  a character  to"  be  siigluly! 
noticed. 

It  may  be  well,  therefore,  to  consider 
the  ditficulty  of  forming  a proper  esti- 
mate of  tlie  rate  at  which  cotton  and  rice 
cant  be  shipped  from  the  United  States, 
with  safety  to  the  shipper,  or  with  a 
chance  of  profit;  for  the  markets  of  their 
consumption  now  no  longer  depend,  as 
in  Tecein  years,  on  the  extent  of  the  U. 
States’  crops,  but  the  trade  having  been 
driven,  in  a great  measure,  by  political 
causes,  to  otlier  success  of  supply,  can- 
not easily  be  recalled  from  the  new 
channels  into  which  ii  has  btJen  diverted 
The  East  Indies  particularly,  and  the 
Brazils,  now  compete  with  th,c  United 
States  in  affording  supplies  of  theseinost 
important  articles  of  export,  suffleiem 
to  induce  the  greatest  caution  in  making 
shipments,  and  to  point  out  the  hazard 
in  dealing  in  them,  except  at  moderate 
prices. 

Our  anticipation  of  these  circumstan- 
ces will  be  shewn  by  a comparison  of 
our  advices  With  the  result  exhibited  in 
the  annexed  tables ; and  the  losses  then 
expected,  whicn  have  accrued  to  nearly 
every  shipper  of  cotton.  In  our  respects 
of  Dec.  1817,  while  the  imports  of  that 
year  had  exceeded  the  consumption,  it 
■was  stated — “ that  the  high  prices  which 
for  several  years  preceding  had  been, 
and  at  that  period  were,  given  forcotton, 
acting  as  an  extraordinary  and  continued 
■stimulus  to  its  culture,  in  every  portion 
of  the  globe  where  it  could  be  raised, 
very  large  supplies  might  naturally  be 
expected  from  all  quarters;  particularly 
from  the  East  Indies,'Where  tho  land  be- 
ing rich,  the  labor  remarkably  cheap, 
it  could  in  all  probability  be  offered  at 
a cheaper  rate  than  from  any  other  coun- 
try; aii'l  while  these  cottons  had  always 
interfered  witli  the  inferior  descriptions 
of  Upland,  they  would,  from  the  great 
encouragement  given, doubtless  be  gradu- 
ally improved  in  quality,  as  well  as  ex- 
cessively increased  in  quantity. 

The  continued  adaptation,  by  the  spin- 
ners, of  their  machinery  to  the  Blast  In- 
dia cottons,  which  have  met,  in  the  last 
year,  an  increased  consumption  of  26,- 
000  bags,  while  that  of  American  has 
decreased  12,000-— the  great  increase  of 
imports  from  that  quarter,  and  general 
excess  over  the  consumption,  have  prov- 
ed tlie  correctness  ef  these  anticiparions, 
The  cause  which  has  produced  such  an 
excess  of*the  imports  from  the  craps  of 
1817,  over  the  consumption,  still  exist- 
iog,  little  doubt  can  be  entertained,  from 
the  Continued  encouragement  given  to 
the  culture  of  this  article,  but  that  the 
quantity  raised  will  be  more  than  ade- 
quate to  the  consumption,  in  a far  great- 
er ratio  than  it  has  hitherto  been  ; and 
although  the  means  of  purchasing  in 


India  are  likely  to  become  more  circum- 
scribed, whereby  a temporarydiminution 
of  export  from  that  quarter  may  occur, 
yet  these  supplies,  of  themselves  so 
much  more  useful,  must  be  directed  to 
Europe,  and  in  this  country  they  meei 
an  existing  stock  already  adequate  to 
three  quarters  ef  a year’s  demand.  The 
prospects  for  this  article  are  therefore 
extremely  unfavorable,  and,  although 
the  consumption  is  gi  eater  tlian  has  been 
hitherto  known,  being  now  9<00  bags 
weekly,  except  at  prices  suffeiemiy  low 
to  induce  the  spinners  to  abandon  in  a 
great  measure  the  use  of  East  India  cot- 
ton, must  be  hazardous. 

The  import  of  American  rice  into 
this  country  has  decreased,  in  conse- 
quence of  more  than  usual  having  been 
directed  to  the  continent.  The  import 
into  Liverpool, including  Brazil  and  East 
India,  in  the  last  year,  has  been  5,340 
tons,  against  6390  in  l.8l7;  giving  an 
increase  of  import,  principally  of  East 
India,  10,200  tons.  The  consumption 
of  rice  in  this  country  falls  principally 
on  East  India  in  consequence  of  b;;ing 
admitted  free  of  duty;  while  a duty  is 
imposed  on  that  of  other  countries  of — 
per  cwt.  The  future  currency  tf  this 
article,  during  the  present  general  a- 
bundance  and  cheapness  of  grain,  must 
be  very  precarious,  depending  as  it  does 
on  the  events  of  the  continent,  and  the 
uncertain  extent  of  future  supplies  from 
India. 

The  import  of  foreign  wheat  into  the 
kingdom  has  been  greater  than  in  airy 
former  year.  Of  our  present  stock  of 

90,000  bbls.  of  American  flour,  three 
fourths  are  sour.  The  imoorts  last  year 
into  this  port  have  been  350,000  bairels, 
while  in  IS  17  they  were  540,000.  From 
the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  fluctua- 
tions in  prices,  IVcm  the  sudden  inunda- 
tions of  foreign  grain,  little  doubt  is 
entertained  but  our  present  corn  laws 
will  undergo  an  early  revision,  and  the 
maximum  be  fitted  at  a Ivigher  rale,  or  a 
duty  imposed  on  imperts. 

The  prices  oi’flaxsced',  at  all  timesVe- 
ry  preCarious,  depend  almost  entirely  on 
the  extent  of  supplies  from  the  United 
States,  and  the  wants  of  Ireland.  Flax  is 
now  at  a price  which  pays  the  fanner 
well ; a good  demand  of  sowing  is  con- 
sequently looked  for  in  the  spring. — 
snipments  should  be  made  early.  '’Fhe 
quantity  exclusive  of  home  saved  seed, 
usually  sown  in  Ireland,  is  52,000  hhds  ; 
in  1817  there  were  sown  32,178;  and 
in  1818,  47,603.  The  season  last  year 
was  fine,  and  rather  more  home  seed 
saved  than  in  1817  ; their  imports  were 
50,426  hhds  ; of  which  32,230  were  A- 
inerican  ; 6,472  Russia  ; 11,119  Dutch, 
and  825  British  ; of  which  were  brand- 
ed sound  49,717

precedented must  our  exports  soon  be- 
come, to  prevent  a further  depression, 
or  cause  a favorable  change. 

With  so  heavy  sii  export  in  lSi.8, 
from  the  United  States,  although  the 
stocks  are  not  easily  ascertained,  it  is 
sufficer.l  to  account  for  such  a deficiency 
on  the  continent  as  we  have  hitherto  been 
led  to  imagine. 

The  market,  therefore,  has  an  unpro- 
mising appearancesince  the  heavy  stocks 
of  produce  in  tiiis  country,  and  losses  on 
nearly  all  imports  have  caused  a gener- 
al and  increasing  pressure  on  trade,  af- 
fecting, of  course,  all  its  branches  ; and 
the  large  stocks  of  tobacco  held  by  the 
middle  men,  though  of  itself  advanta- 
geous, prevent  any  temporary  benefit 
which  might  be  a.l  .i  ded  by  speculation ; 
the  scarcity  of  moiiey  also,  or.  the  con- 
tinent, operates  materially  on  that  con- 
siderable’ export,  which  alone  can  afford 
a permanent  improvement. 

With  this  unexpected  change  ol  cir- 
cuslancc-s,  and  to  such  changes,  as  they 
rise,  mu'st  every  mercantile  opinion  he 
adapted,  and  by  considerations  wliich 
arise  from  them,  under  the  peculiarly 
depressed  state  of  commerce,  the  mar- 
ket has  been  borne  down  to  its  present 
situation;  from  whence  it  is  obvious 
that  it  cannot  be  extricated,  but  by  ad- 
ventitious causes. 

In  adverting  to  the  heavy  losses  which 
have  occurred  during  the  last  two  years 
to  nearly  every  shipper  of  the  produce 
of  the  United  States,  and  investigating 
the  cafiscs  of' so  much  disappointment, 
cannot  but  appear  evident,  that,  willioni 
a complete  change  in  the  system  of  its 
trade,  a different  resiiit  of  future  opera- 
tions cannot  be  expected. 

'1  he  extravagant  price  of  produce,  ari- 
sing frtim  the  greax  facility  with  which 
I money  has  hitherto  been  raised  in  the 
Unifeil  States,  has  jirecl'aded  all  chance 
6f  profit  to  the  exporter  ; and  until  com- 
mercial operation  depend  more  on  capi- 
tal than  in  tho  facility  of  credit,  tlie  pri- 
ces ot  produce  are  not  likely  to  bear  a 
relative  proportion  to  ilnse  ofthe  mar- 
kets of  its  consumption,  nor  to  be  gov- 
erned otherwise  than  by  that  speculative 
spirit  which  induces  the  purchase  of 
produce,  not  with  a view  to  its  iilii.iiaie 
destination,  but  to  resales;  the  foreign 
ir.aihet  becoming  merely  the  dernier 
resort  from  the  inabilities  of  holders  to 
realize  any  further  profits  at  home. 

The  result  has  been  materially  prompt- 
ed by  the  great  competition  of  the  for- 
eign commission  merchants  for  the  trade 
of  the  United  States,  who  force  it  by 
joining  in  shipments  ant!  by  heavy  ad- 
vances, wirich,  whilst  it  has  the  injurious 
effect  by  aiding  speeulalion  of  enhanc- 
ing the  cost  of  produce,  has  the  still 
greater  of  reducing  its  value  abroad,  by 
the  consequent  necessity  of  urging  sales. 

The  losses  in  the  American,  have  been 
folly  equalled  in  the  trade  wiin  U:e  East 
Indies  and  Brazils.  For  tliat  tendency  I 
to  enter  into  hazardoiis  and  speculative 
operations,  which  arose  diifi.Cg  a long 
period  of  war,  w hen  occasionally  large 
profits  were  realized,  as  much  by  chance 
as  by  regular  calculation,  has  by  no 
means  siih;,;J,<d  since  the  peace.  The 
general  coriipetiticn  in  tiatic  to  which: 
this  has  given  rise,  has  been  productive 
of  those  very  injurious  effects  whii  h are' 
now  most  sensibly  felt  by  the  general  and  | 
increasing  pressure  on  trade;  whichj 
now,  as  on  all  similar  occasions,  i;as  a de- 
preciating effect  on  even  tliore  hram  lies 
of  comme.’-cc  which  are  not  appa'.-cmly 
connected  with  the  others  that  have  caus- 
ed it.  And  while, 'during  a general 
state  of  peace,  commerce  should  nasnr- 
ally  be  adapted  to  it,  in  formrng  out- 
calculations  we  miftt  not  lose  sight  of 
these  new  sources  from  which  increasing 
supplies  of  produce  are  derived,  which 
formerly  were  to  be  obtained  only  from 
distinct  and  certain  quarters ; espe- 
cially in  the  principal  articles  of  produce 
of  the  United  States.  The  cultivation 
of  tobacco  in  Europe,  and  in  the  western 
portion  ofthe  United  States,  has  com- 
pletely changed  tlie  former  chlracter  of 
its  trade  ; whilst  in  Rice  and  Cotton  the 
East  Indies  and  Brazils  presenl  a formi- 
dable competition  ; and  Grain  ind  Flour, 
in  the  event  of  deficiency  in  our  own 
crops;  incalculable  supplies,  from  the 
ucigliboring  states  of  Europe,  can  imme- 
diately be  derived.  A prolil-able  trade 
with  the  United  States,  therefo  e,  can 
only  be  expected,  when  she 'meets  this 
competition  by  the  proportionate  value 
of  their  pi-oducel — Com.  .idvertiaer.

Porl-Sfiai'n,  March  15. 

Late  dispatches  received  at  Augustu- 
ra,  from  Gen.  Paez,  dated  the  15th  ult. 
announced  the  retreat  of  the  Spanisli  ar- 
my over  the  Aaruca.  Aiorillo,  after  an 
ineffectual  attempt  to  bring  Paez  to  a 
general  action,  was  rapidly  retracing 
T.ls  Steps  towards  the  Apune.  Flis  ob- 
ject is  to  regain  the  cultivated  country, 
finding  it  impossible  to  draw  supplies 
from  the  plains',  in  which  he  was  harras- 
s'ed  coiiiiMually  by  2500  cavalry,  ihe 
(letaclimenlshe  l-.ad  sent  out  in  quest  of 
subsistence  had  been  uniformly  cut  ofl' 
by  Paez’s  cavalry,  and,  from  the  time  of 
cressing  ihe  Arauca  till  that  of  his  re- 
crossing it,  and  marching  as  far  as  Con- 
cefttion,' Morillo  had  lost  1400  men  and 
a field  piece.  He  had  circulated  (in 
\witing)  a boastful  proclamation  to  Va 
neros,  or  inhabitants  ofthe  plains,  dated 
the  5th,  to  which  Paez  had  replied  by  a 
keenly  satirical  address  (by  way  of  com- 
ment) on  the  15th  February. 

’I'he  artillery  and  infantry,  (2000)  left 
on  tlie  island  before  Urhana,  m the  Ori- 
noco, were  proceeding  by  forced  march- 
es to  re-nnite  tbcmselves  with  Paez. — 
riicy  will  be  reinforced  by  420  Engliah 
and  Irish  soldiers,  it  having  been  Boli 
var’s  intention  to  await  there  the  arrival 
of  two  thousand  English,  daily  expected 
Sec.  Gen.  Bolivar  set  out  from  Angos- 
tura, On  the  27rh  ult.  on  his  return  to  the 
army. 

Col.  Iliirslcf’s  regiment  and  the  re- 
maifulcr  of  col.  English’sexpedition.  arc 
looktd  for  daily.  They  will  jirobably, 
be  associatc-d  with  the  600  at  lilargarit- 
ta,  whither  Gens.  Urdometa  and  Valdez, 
Col.  Nedliam,  the  adjutant  gene'ial  cl' 
that  di-.  ision,  have  gone  with  about  60 
F.nglisli  s tiors — who  will  assist  in  nia- 
khig  (gun  boats  or  other  vessels.  Asso- 
ciated with  500  Margaritians,  See.  they 
will  niakea  descent  upon  the  coastal  — 
and  form  a junction  with  the  division 
collected  in  the  provinces  of  Barcelona 
.■'lid  Cuniana,  to  be  commanded  by  Gen. 


lie- 


Marinos,  Sarozas’,  Moiiagza’,  dnd  per- 
haps Berniendez’  forces,  will  constitute 
this  army.  Gen.  Monogaz  was  at  the 
point  of  death  from  an  attack  of  fever. 
News  of  decisive  operations  may  be  look- 
ed for  'from  day  to  day.  Should  these 
forces  not  comjilete  the  object  of  inde- 
pendence, though  the  supposition  is  im- 
probable, the  troops  to  arrive  from  Eng- 
land will  iiiiqiifstionably  expel  the  rem- 
nant of  Alorillo’s  corps  frctni  Venvzuela. 
This  will  be  a work  ofthe  greater  facili- 
ty, as  Morillo  has  suffered  greatly.— 
Paez  writes  that  the  prisoners  taken 
were  more  like  skeletons  than  living 
men.  .'kdd  to  this,  he,  Morillo,  has  a- 
bove  400  miles  of  plains  to  traverse,  ex- 
posed coniihually  to  the  enemy’s  caval- 
ry, his  own  being  annihilated,  and  not  a 
head  of  cattle  in  his  camp. 

The  congress  was  deliberatiPg  on  vari- 
ous mrulations,  and  on  a fundamental 
law.  or  constitution,  to  be  proposetl  to  the 
people  for  their  approbation.  This  is 
the  siibstance  of  the  latest  news.  Moie 
important  events  will  soon  chillenge 
more  regard  than  this  hasty  epitome. 

\Ve  also  received  by  the  above  vessel 
Trinidad  papers  to  the  iSth  ult.  but  they 
contain  nothing  of  importance. 

NEW  YORK,  APRIL  24. 
T/e  learn  from  capt.  Whitmarsh,  of 
the  schooner  Telegraph,  from  Curra- 
coa,  that  a Dutch  government' schooner 
had  been  dispatched  to  Laguaira  to  as- 
certain the  state  of  that  place.  She  re- 
turned to  Cnrracoa  the  30th  A!ai-ch  with 
intelligence  that  the  port  was  in  a rigor 
oils  state  of  blockade  by  the  squadrons 
of  Brion  and  Taylor,  and  that  the  roy- 
alists had  laid  an  embargo  on  all  vessels 
in  port. 

Extract  of  a letter  from  St.  Croix,  April 
4th,  1819. 

General  Morillo  is  retreating  with  the 
remainder  of  his  army,  after  having  been 
defeaied  near  A pure,  by  the  patriot  ar- 
my, under  the  command  of  Gen.  Paez. 
Ills  hoped  that  the  remainder  of  Moril- 
lo’s  army  will  be  completely  destroyed 
before  they  cross  the  river.  It  is  also 
fully  hoped,  that  if  Morillo  and  his  army 
are  destroyed  in  the  present  campaign, 
the  part  ofthe  province  of  Veiiezuela 
under  the  Spanish  control,  will  tamely 
yield  to  the  patriots,  whence  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  republic  of  Venezuela,  will 
be  firmly  established.  The  congress  of 
Venezuela  has  been  reinstalled,  and 
Geii.  Bolivar  is  president  ad  interim. — 
The  rcEiik  of  Brion’s  attack  on  the  roy- 
al squadron,  which  were  laying  in  the 
bay  of  Eumaiia,  has  not  been  heard  of. 
In  short  the  successes  of  the  patriots 
arc  going  on  with  great  rapidity,  aided 
by  worthy  foreigners  wlio  liave  come  to 
immortalize  their  name  in  support  ofthe 
patriot  cause.  Already  3,000  men  have 
arrived  a Guayana  from  England.  There 
is  a riimor  going  on  here,  that  Lima  has 
b'wcii  taken  by  the  patriots,  and  that 
2000  Spanish  soldiers  have  been  cap- 
tured at  sea  by  the  Bue.nos  Ayrean  Eqiuad- 
ron. 

Extract  of  a letter  reccroed  at  P'hiiadel- 
fihia,  dated  St.  Thomae,  March  30. 

By  a vessel  just  arrived  from  Cm  ra- 
coa,  news  had  been  received  by  a vessel 
arrived  there  frem  Carthagena,  that  the 


Panama  had  written  to  tiie 
governor  of  Carthagena,  for  all  the  for- 
ces he  could  muster  for  his  succour,  as 
lie  dreaded  an  instant  attack  from  the 
independent  army,  which  after  having  ta- 
ken Lima,  was  then  advancing  rapidly 
to  the  northward,  no  doubt  to  attack  his 
post.  It  is  also  slated,  that  of  the  fleet 
which  some  time  ago  had  sailed  from 
Spain  for  Peru,  the  crew  of  one  vessel 
had  mutinied,  and  carried  her  into  Val- 
paraiso,  giving  information  that  the  rest 
of  the  squadron  were  in  a similar  state. 
On  receiving  these  accounts  the  govern- 
ment of  Valparaiso  immediately  des- 
patched the  same  vessel,  together  with 
the  rest  of  the  squadron  then  in  port,  to 
intercept  them,  which  they  accordingly 
effected  ; and  after  exchanging  a few 
shot,  the  -whole  Spanish  fleet  joined  them. 
They  immediately  proceeded  to  Callao, 
under  the  Spanish  flag,  forwarded  the 
dispatches  taken  on  board  the  squadron, 
to  the  Viceroy,  and  debarked  the  whole 
of  their  forces,  which  were  received 
with  every  demonstration  of  joy.  They 
immediately  set  out  for  Lima,  and  took 
peaceful  possession  of  that  city,  the  go- 
vernment supposing  thern  to  be  friends.’) 

WASHUXOTON,  APRIL  26. 

Tlie  capture  of  Lima,  the  Metropo- 
lis of  Peru,  and  the  intended  movement 
from  thence,  on  the  Pacific  coast,  to- 
wards the  Panama,  or  famous  isthmus 
of  Darien,  are  operations  which  if  con- 
ducted with  common  prudence  by  the 
patriots  will  be  crowned  with  complete 
success.  The  occasional  reverses  of 
the  patriots  on  the  Venezuelan  coast  of 
the  Atlantic,  are  thus  amply  counterba- 
lanced by  their  victorious  career  on  the 
Pacific.— City  Gaz.

FRJiJ^'CE. 

A Roysil  decree  of  France,  dated  March  5, 
SIS  will  be  seen  in  another  part  of  to-day’s 
Gazette,  has  appointed  59  new  members  to 
the  chamber  of  peers.  Many  of  them  were 
distinguished  in  the  revolution,  and  known  to 
be  warm  adherents  of  Bonaparte.  This  is  a 
stroke  of  policy,  no  doubt,  on  the  part  of 
Louis  to  avert  some  threatened  political  ca- 
lamity. We  are  astonished  that  the  ex-em- 
peror’s friends  should  accept : for,  however 
much  we  despise  the  Bourbon  dinasty,  we 
should  like  to  see  it  put  down,  and  another 
revolution  produced,  without  the  interven- 
tion of  intrigue.  Talleyrand,  under  every 
change,  is  always  in  the  cabinet — always 
prince  of  Benevento ; and  it  has  been  hoped 
that  he  was  the  only  illustrious  personage,  in 
the  kingdom,  capable  of  distinguished  cor- 
ruption. Hut  bad  examples,  set  by  the  great, 
seem  to  be  contagious.  This  we  find  in  the 
recent  annals  of  our  own  country. 

A dissolution  of  the  chamber  of  Deputies 
was  much  talked  of.  The  ministry,  as  late  as 
the  I2th  of  March,  found  much  opposition  in 
that  department  of  the  legislature.  The  gov- 
ernment party  had  drawn  up  a projet  of  a 
Jaw  to  increase  the  number  of  Deputies,  and 
by  this  means  leave  a majority  in  the  royal 
cause.  Whether  success  will  attend  the 
scheme  is  quite  uncertain.  It  is  supposed 
the  new  peerage  will  consult  the  interest  of 
the  nation.  This  they  may  do  for  a time, 
in  order  to  make  their  power  more  certain: 
but  they  cannot  forget  that  they  were  once 
BXPCBLicaAs  under  the  auspices  of  the  great, 
but  unfortunate  Napoleon  ; and  the  political 
feelings  of  veteran  men  cannot  be  entirely 
cliiangcd — although  they  appear  tq  have  been 
•o  far  conquered  as  to  induce  an  acceptance 
©f  kingly  favor. 

Ej^TGL.tjVD. 

The  markets  in  England  continue  to  be 
bverstocked  with  American  and  other  produce. 
*l'he  prices  of  tobacco,  cotton  and  rice  were 
much  reduced  on  the  18th  of  March.  Our 
trade  with  that  nation  offers  very  little  en- 
couragement to  commercial  enterprize.  Sev- 
eral houses  in  London  and  Liverpool,  reeent- 
ly  of  high  credit,  have  stopped  payment.  The 
eminent  establishment  of  J.  Barandan  & to. 
of  the  fotiner  place,  failed  for  200,000  pounds. 
Other  European  markets  are  in  the  same  state 
of  depression. 

If  oUr  raw  materials  will  not  command  an 
adequate  price  the  other  side  of  the  -\tlantic, 
America  must  of  necessity  become  a manu- 
facturing nation.  Under  a proper  patronage 
of  the  government,  we  have  no  doubt  this 
■would  speedily  be  the  case.  The  vast  pro. 
ductions  of  the  earth  require  it.  Why  the 
necessity  of  exporting  our  produce,  if  the  es- 
sentials and  luxuries  of  life  can  be  furnished 
at  home  ? 

The  time  hiaa  been  when  the  fostering  hand 
of -government  was  extended  to  domestic  man* 
ufactories.  Prosperity,  then,  gladdened  every 
portion  of  the  union.  The  factories  in  Ken- 
tucky— the  factories  in  our  own  town  and 
neighborhood  presented  a delightful  scene 
of  industrious  bustle.  They  are  now  still. 
They  are  the  decayed  and  decaying  moiui- 
ments  of  the  genius  and  enterprize  of  for- 
mer years' j all  for  the  want  of  that  encour- 
agement due  from  our  political  rulers.  This 
is  a favorable  era  to  revive  them.  The  moni- 
ed pressure  and  commercial  dulness  that  eve- 
ry where  exist,  should  arouse  the  patriotic 
feelings  of  every  class  of  citizens ; and  prompt 
them  to  nmmly  exertions  on  this  interesting 
subject.  Tflere  is  but  little  w.-inted  for  the 
purpose.  We  have  the  raw  materials — wc 
have  the  mechanics — and  machinery  of  every 
description  is  accessible.  It  is  neccssar}'  only 
for  a few  influential  capitalists  to  commence 
the  work — the  poorer  class  will  aid — and  pub- 
lic opinion,  and  public  interest,  will  coerce 
governmental  s.'inction.

There 
is  better  stu.T,  for  governor  and  lieutenant 
i governor,  in  Kentucky  at  this  time. 

The  importance  of  mature  i-efiectlon,  con- 
cerning  suitable  pci-sons  to  fill  botl»  these 
high  offices,  « ill  be  at  once  seen.  We  require 
a distinguished  man  for  governor,  to  redeem 
the  executive  chai-acter  of  the  state.  We 
should  have  an  excellent  lieut.  governor,  lest 
death  should  again  deprive  us  of  the  more  ex- 
alted ofiicer.  The  political  eye-teeth,  to  use  a 
trite  saying,  of  the  state  ought  to  be  cut,  after 
having  been  once  politically  cheats.

Grouchy  moved  to  Grenoble  ; the  last 
of  his  corps  (Gerard’s)  arriving. there  at 
ten  o’clock  on  the  night  of  the  1 7th,  a 
distance  of  about  |four  leagues  from 
Fleurus.  The  rain  fell  in  torrents  ; — 
his  cavalry  detached  beyond  the  town, 
fell  in  with  the  extreme  rear  of  a Prus- 
sian guard  of  cavalry— was  ordered  to 
pursue  them  vigorously,  and  not  to  lose 
sight  of  them. 

Grouchy  reported  to  Napoleon  from 
Gcmbloiix,  which  place  hc-'.cft  at  day- 
light on  the  18th,  pursuing  the  route  of 
the  enemy  through  Sarravalian  towards 
VVavres  ; he  teported  to  Napoleon  a- 
gain  from  Sarravalian;  after  driving  a 
strong  Prussian  guard,  he  took  post  in 
that  part  of  the  town  of  VVavres,  whii-h 
lies  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  Dylc, 
arriving  there  at  about  2 o’clock,  P.  M. 
his  troops  not  having  halted  since  they 
left  Gembloux. 

During  the  affair  at  Wavres,  he  heard 
a canonade  on  his  left— siippo.sed  it  was 
Napoleon  engaged  with  the  British — 
but  considered  it  his  duty  to  operate 
on  the  Prussian  army,  which  he  beiiev- 
ed  concentrated  before  him,  to  prevent 
their  making  a movement  towards  Wa- 
terloo. Vandamme’s  corps,  under  G’s 
orders, w.is  actively  engaged  during  the 
rest  of  the  day  in  attempting  to  force  the 
passage  of  the  Dyle,  Sc  Gerard’s,  though 
with  less  energy  was  making  a siunl.tr 
attempt  at  Bielgc,  below ; the  enemy 
crowned  the  opposite  heights,  occupied 
the  village  of  Bielge,  and  mill  of  that 
name,  and  extended  towards  Limilette, 
his  position  was  strong,  and  the  nature 
of  the  ground  rendered  it  difficult  to  es- 
timate his  numbers.  Grouchy  w-asthiy) 
ignorant  that  at  day  light,  while  he  was 
moving  from  Gembloux,  Bluclier  had 
detached  from  Wavres,  Dulow’s  corjis, 
which,  about  the  time  of  G’s  army  reach 
ing  Wavres,  were  appearing  on  the 
heights  of  St.  Lambert,  (5  leat^ues  from 
Wavres,)  ready  to  fall  upon  Napoleon. 
.And  even  had  the  Marshal  been  appriz 
ed  of  the  movement,  |ic  could  not  have 
t»revented  it,  or  have  reached  VVatcrloo 
in  time  to  have  afforded  aid  to  Napole- 
on, unless  he  could  have  given  wings  to 
his  soldiers.  It  thus  appears  that  tlic 
enemy  in  his  retreat  had  the  advance  of 
Grouchy  17  hours — tlvat  between  three 
o’clock,  P.  M.  of  the  17th,  and  two  o’- 
clock, P.  M.  of  the  18lh,  he  had  march 
ed  ten  leagues,  thro-agh  bad  weather, 
and  bad  roads — and  that  when  he  reac'i- 
ed  Wavres,  the  decisive  blo’w  was  slri 
king  at  Waterloo: — that  he  lost  no 'i  me 
in  his  movements  is  evident ; atnl  if 
direction  v.’as  kno'.vn  and  approved  by 
Napoleon,  the  censures  cast  upon  the 
military  conduct  of  Grouchy  arc  jirepos- 
lerous;  that  point  is  settled  by  the  fol- 
lowing expressions  in  tire  dispatch  of 
Soult,  chief  of  Napoleon’s  staff,  dated 
from  the  field  of  battle,  at  cne  o’clock 
P.  M.  of  the  1 8th  of  June.
